A Gallatin County 
man, who lived on Ta¬ 
pering Point Road, died 
Saturday night after he 
slipped off a dock at 
Smugglers Cove Ma¬ 
rina outside of Warsaw 
and drowned in Craigs 
Creek Lake. 

“Mark Showers spent 
much of the day with 
friends at the marina,” 
said Sheriff Josh Neale, 
who is investigating the 


you couldn’t find a nicer 
guy anywhere.” 

“Twenty two minutes 
is an awfully long time 
to be under water espe¬ 
cially when the water 
temperature is 70 de¬ 
grees,” said Caldwell. 
“If it had been in the 
30s we might have had a 
chance.” 

Sheriff Neale said his 
preliminary investiga¬ 
tion shows alcohol may 
have been a factor in the 
drowning. 

Showers worked for 
years in Boone County 
as an optician for May 
Optical in Union. He be¬ 
gan working for Dorman 
Products in Warsaw last 
year when May Optical 
went out of business. 

“He’s going to be 
missed by everyone who 
knew him,” said good 
friend David Gribben. 
“He loved people, Gall¬ 
atin County and nature. 
It was not uncommon 
to pull into his driveway 
and find a deer in the 
front yard and a dog on 
his porch. When he was 
working at May Optical, 
people would stop in just 
to say hello and catch up. 
He had many friends and 
Mark’s death is going to 
be hard for all of us.”

Police look at 
Dorman fire 


Work has returned to 
normal at the Dorman 
Products Plant in War¬ 
saw after a large and 
smoky fire broke out in 
a warehouse filled with 
cardboard boxes last 
Tuesday. 

The fire started about 
9 a.m. The sprawling 
factory with about 300 
employees was quickly 
evacuated. 

“Thank God for 
sprinkler systems,” said 
Gallatin County Assis¬ 
tant Fire Chief William 
B. Alexander. “That was 
a fairly large fire but we 
were able to get it under 
control quickly because 
of the sprinklers.” 

“Most of the employ¬ 


ees were able to return 
to work the next day but 
some cleanup work con¬ 
tinues,” said Sheriff Josh 
Neale on Monday. 

Neale also said there 
are indications the fire 
may not have been an 
accident. 

“It looks suspicious to 
me and Kentucky State 
Police arson investigator 
Tony Wilson is looking 
into it,” said Neale. 

Wilson said he has 
begun an investigation 
but that it’s too early to 
draw any conclusions. 

Dorman, which pack¬ 
ages and sells parts for 
the automobile industry, 
is Warsaw’s largest em¬ 
ployer. 


Well-liked county resident slips off dock 


accident. “About 9:20 
p.m. he and a female 
friend were walking on a 
floating dock and some¬ 
how he took a bad step, 
tripped and fell in the 
water. His friend yelled 
and a boater on the 
dock immediately called 
911.” 

Firemen and EMS 


workers quickly arrived 
at the marina and joined 
boaters in an attempt 
to find Showers. About 
22 minutes after Show¬ 
ers fell into the water, 
Gallatin County Fire De¬ 
partment Captain Jackie 
Caldwell located Show¬ 
ers’ body on the bottom 
of Craigs Creek Lake in 


about 7 feet of water and 
he was pulled onto the 
dock. 

“Everybody did ev¬ 
erything they could to 
find and save him,” said 
Melodie Lawrence who 
works across the street 
from the marina at Sun¬ 
set Grill. “I ran over as 
soon as I saw something 


was happening because 
so many of the boaters 
are my friends. I don’t 
know if he got trapped 
under one of the boats or 
if the current took him 
but he was hard to find. 
People were in the wa¬ 
ter, firemen were work¬ 
ing along the docks but it 
was dark and Mark was 
wearing dark clothes.” 

Caldwell said Show¬ 
ers appeared lifeless 
when he was pulled out 
of the water but they 
worked hard to save 
him. 

“We did every¬ 
thing we could,” said 
Caldwell. “We worked 
on him until we got him 
into the ambulance and 
I worked on him all the 
way to the Carroll Coun¬ 
ty Hospital but never got 
any response. Finally, 
the doctor at the hospital 
said there was no hope 
and pronounced him 
dead.” 

“It was amazing to 
watch those fireman try 
to save Mark’s life,” said 
Lawrence. “They did 
everything they possibly 
could. It’s such a shame. 
I know Mark well and

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Maybe Rand Paul

He was reported as saying, “Let’s be the party that 
actually wants to extend the right to vote ... be the 
party for voting rights ... for restoring voting rights, 
then more people will come to our party.” 

Paul prefaced the sharing of that list by saying 
there are those who believe “... these people are all 
going to be Democrats.” 

Oh my, there’s truly been a disturbance in the 
Force. 

He’s already garnered a reprimand from the high¬ 
er-ups in the Republican Party for meeting in April 
with students in that hotbed of left-leaning liberals, 
the University of California at Berkley. He respond¬ 
ed with an opinion piece telling his fellow Repub¬ 
licans that if they don’t talk to new people they’ll 
never find new voters.

I was honored to be among the 
speakers at a meeting at the state 
Capitol held by Leadership Ken¬ 
tucky for business executives 
who are new to the state. The 
goal was to equip these leaders 
with the facts that often underlie 
myths about Kentucky. 

As you might expect, most of 
the day’s myths and misinforma¬ 
tion came from politicians. Talk¬ 
ing about the state’s two main 
political parties, House Speaker 
Greg Stumbo of Prestonsburg 
said, “Our philosophical differ¬ 
ences in Kentucky are very, very, 
very small.” 

If Stumbo had bothered to 
address some current issues, 
he would have had a hard time 
reconciling the issues with his 
statement. Example: tax reform, 
our most urgently needed pub¬ 
lic policy change. In the view of 
Senate President Robert Stivers 
of Manchester and seemingly 
most of his fellow Republicans, 
tax reform simply means cutting 
taxes to spur economic growth 
and generate more tax revenue. 
That ignores the huge part of our 
tax base that we’re largely miss¬ 
ing: services, the fastest growing 
part of the economy. We don’t 
need mythical tax reform, which 
is easy to take too far. 

When the floor opened for 
questions, a man asked Stumbo 
what basic things the new Ken¬ 
tuckians need to know about the 
ethos and culture of the state. 

“President Obama has been 
bad for the Democratic brand in 
Kentucky. Before he came onto 
the scene. Democratic turnout in 
federal elections was higher than 
Republican turnout. Our voter 
registration remains majority 
Democratic. Kentuckians tend to 
identify with their counties. Our 
counties are mostly small and that 
makes local politics very person¬ 
al. Many Kentuckians live their 


lives in a fairly small geographic 
orbit, which makes our politics and 
our culture more provincial and 
traditional than they would be oth¬ 
erwise. As Stumbo correctly told 
the questioner, “We’re a rural state, 
for the most part, when it comes to 
our thinking.” 

But that has also been changing. 
Boosted by Toyota’s decision to 
put a plant at Georgetown in 1986, 
Kentucky has become a major au¬ 
tomobile manufacturing state with 
a high level of exports and foreign 
investment. Economic Develop¬ 
ment Secretary Larry Hayes gave 
the group the latest data: We’re 
third in auto making, eighth in ex¬ 
ports per capita (and first among 
states not on a coast or national 
border); 40 percent of our new jobs 
last year came from foreign direct 
investment; and we have the larg¬ 
est per capita Japanese direct in¬ 
vestment of any state but Hawaii. 

One myth many Kentuckians 
believe is that their state can’t com¬ 
pete because it is relatively poor 
and under educated, especially in 
the East. But Kentucky Chamber 
of Commerce President David Ad- 
kisson said Kentucky and North 


Carolina are the two states that 
have “crawled up out of the bot¬ 
tom into the middle of the pack” in 
education, and former University 
of Kentucky President Lee Todd 
told the group that there is much 
untapped potential among stu¬ 
dents in Eastern Kentucky, which 
with high school computer science 
courses could become a producer 
of software. Describing his own 
career in software with fellow 
Kentuckians, he said, “If you’re 
looking for talent, you can find it 
here.” 

That’s what the Boston-based 
law firm Bingham McCutchen 
thought when it put its central ser¬ 
vices center in Lexington. Its boss, 
L. Tracee Whitley, is enthusiastic 
about her adopted state. As the 
meeting ended, I asked her what 
Kentuckians should know about 
what their new neighbors think of 
the state. She told me Kentucky is 
“an undervalued asset.” Let’s keep 
dispelling our myths, and its value 
will grow.

cent in August from Ju¬ 
ly’s rate of 6.2 percent. 
Owen County had the 
lowest unemployment 
in the region in August 
at 5.1 percent. Carroll 
County and Pendleton 
counties had the highest 
rates in the area at 6.3 
percent. 

In Kentucky, the un¬ 
employment rate fell to 
6.5 percent in August 
from July’s rate of 7.5 
percent. Last year in Au¬ 
gust, the state’s jobless 
rate was 8.1 percent. 

Owen, Simpson and 
Woodford counties had 


the lowest unemploy¬ 
ment rate in the state in 
August at 5.1 percent. 
They were followed 
by Oldham and Shelby 
counties at 5.2 percent. 

The highest unem¬ 
ployment in Kentucky in 
August was once again 
found in the mountains 
of Eastern Kentucky. 
Magoffin County re¬ 
corded the state’s high¬ 
est rate at 13.3 percent. It 
was followed by Jackson 
County at 12.2 percent, 
Harlan County at 12.1 
percent and Leslie, Ful¬ 
ton and Letcher counties 
at 11.5 percent.

I fancy myself a handyman and the most important thing I've learned is that you have to use the right tool 
for the job.

Fire Hazard 
Season 
begins Oct. 1 

The Kentucky Divi¬ 
sion of Forestry (KDF) is 
using noses and paws to 
catch arsonists as the fall 
wildfire season, which 
runs from Oct. 1 through 
Dec. 15, gets underway. 

Bloodhounds trained 
to investigate arson cases 
will be available for for¬ 
est fire cases for the first 
time. Through a partner¬ 
ship with the Bell County 
Forestry Camp, multiple 
bloodhounds and han¬ 
dlers are now available 
to assist KDF with arson 
investigation. 

The Division of For¬ 
estry will also partner 
with the Kentucky State 
Police (KSP) using KSP 
arson investigators to as¬ 
sist in investigation, in¬ 
terviewing and arrests of 
arsonists. 

Forestry officials agree 
that vigorous investiga¬ 
tion is the key to catch¬ 
ing arsonists, but com¬ 
munity effort is needed if 
arson is to be eliminated. 
“Everybody loses when 
wildland arsonists strike: 
families can lose their 
homes, firefighters are 
put at unnecessary risk, 
taxpayers foot the bill for 
suppressing the fires and 
jobs are often eliminated 
when the forest resource 
is reduced,” said Leah W. 
MacSwords, director of 
the Division of Forestry. 
“To bring arson to an end, 
we need the entire com¬ 
munity to get involved.” 

Kentucky has an arson 
hotline so citizens can 
call to report forest ar¬ 
son. Suspected arsonists 
should be reported by 
calling the Target Arson 
Hotline at 1-800-27-AR¬ 
SON. Notifiers may re¬ 
main anonymous and 
may be eligible for a cash 
reward of up to $1,000 if 
the information provided 
leads to the arrest and in¬ 
dictment of an arsonist.

Soil test now for 
healthy 
pastures 

Taking soil samples 
during the fall of the 
year allows the farmer 
time to have the fertil¬ 
izer applied well before 
grasses start to grow in 
the spring. 

Most pasture fields 
should be sampled every 
three to four years. 

If you use a field 
strictly for cutting hay 
from or for annual row 
crops, and nutrients get 
removed and not added 
back, you should soil 
test annually. 

When taking soil sam¬ 
ples your local extension 
office should have a soil 
probe you can borrow, 
but if it’s not available 
you can use an auger, 
garden trowel, spade, 
or a knife to collect the 
soil.

When collecting sam¬ 
ples from a pasture the 
soil core depth should be 
collected at 3-4 inches 
deep. 

You will also need a 
clean, dry, plastic bucket 
to collect and mix the 
sample cores. Soil sam¬ 
ple boxes or bags and 
information forms are 
available at all county 
extension offices. 

When collecting sam¬ 
ples, the ‘more is better’ 
expression is generally 
applicable. An individ¬ 
ual field should consist 
of at least 3-10 soil core 
samples per acre. If the 
terrain varies greatly 
in a field, take separate 
samples from each area 
to address the different 
needs from each loca¬ 
tion. Take samples ran¬ 
domly throughout the 
field and place them in 
a bucket. However, do 
not sample: back fur¬ 
rows, old fencerows, 
areas used for manure 
or hay storage, livestock 
feeding areas, or where 
lime has been piled in 
the past.
